feature of a governmental subsidy 
the Rural Credits bill, which was 
passed by the Senate last week and 
on Monday last by the House in a 
slightly varied form, is a creditable

_ adaption to American condition of 


analogous systems long in successful 
operation in most of the countries 
of Continental Europe. 
It is true 


that the subsidization of 
the • land 


banks by the Government is intend- 
.,.ed to be merely temporary, and it 
-Is claimed that without such as- 
sistance a rural credit system in this 
country would not be likely to be- 
come established. 
To say this, how- 
ever, is to deny to American farmers 
the possession of business ability 
and intelligence possessed 
by 
the 


community of European peasants, 
who have organized, without finan- 
cial support of their Governments, 
credit systems which carry 
loans 


running into hundreds of millions. 


Passing over this objection, the 


scheme embodied in the bill provides 
lor the establishment of 
12 land 


banks to be organized by the Gov- 
ernment and capitalized by it. Ac- 
cording to the Senate's version the 
capital of each 
bank 
would be 


15,000,000, while the House sets the 
capttalizaton at |7,500,000 apiece. 
The sole function of these so-called 
banks will be to loan money on farm 
mortgages, receive the interest and 
administer the sinking fund. 
Loans 


can be obtained only through local 
farm- loan associations, which could 
be formed by ten or more would- 
be borrowers in a given locality. To 
these associations is 
assigned 
the 


duty of passing upon applications 
for loans, the standing of the bor- 
rower, the providence of the pro- 
pOfed transaction and the adequacy 
of the security. The intimate know- 


ledge of 
local conditions and 
of 


persons possessed by the members 
of these farm-loan associations, it 
is assumed, would be a 
form 
of 


guaranty for the mortgages offered. 
The measure, however, 
is 
replete 


with safeguards 
It provides for 


appraisals and inspections; it makes 
the members of the 
local 
associa- 


tions jointly liable or the default of 
any one of them and limits the loans 
to 60 per cent o fthe value of the 
bare land. 
It is hoped that these 


various 
assurances 
will 
promote 


sudi confidence in the secuntj of 
the mortgages hald by 
the 
land 


banks that the bonds to be issued 
by the latter will have a ready sale 
to investors. 
From the money thus 


realized all demands of borrowers 
could thenceforward 
be 
satisfied 


and the governmental 
subsidy 
be 


dispensed with. 


The agricultural borrower is at a 


disadvantage 
as 
compared 
with 


other business men 
who 
require 


credit in that so much of his capital 
is in land. 
The merchant or man- 


ufactuier has his capital invested in 
his stock, which is being constantly 
turned over, and 
he 
can 
obtain 


short-term credit in perfect assur- 
ance that he will be able to meet his 
obligations out of the proceeds of 
his current sales. To make a farm- 
er's 
capital 
equally fluid another 


method is required, and 
the 
uni- 


versalitj 
w ith 
which

above described has been adopted 
would indicate that it is the right 
one.

Field Headquarters, May 11.— 


(By motor truck to Columbus, N. 
M., May 19.)—One phase of the Vil- 
la chase noted by army officers has 
been that the value of cavalry for 
scouting and all around fighting has 
not at all decreased. 


Notwithstanding the use of aero- 


planes for scouting, the cavalry re- 
connolsance lost none of its military 
value. 
Four seta of conditions de- 


veloped under which the aeroplanes 
could not scout—in the fog, dark- 
ness, in rain and in cloudy weather. 
The cavalry did Its most efficient 
scouting in darkness, or under cover 
of rain clouds. Every important 
fight with bandits was accomplished 
under cover of night, which made 
surprise attacks possible. 


Few persons, even those with the 


expedition, realized that the remark- 
able work of the auto trucks in 
maintaining the supply line was done 
largely as an auxiliary for cavalry 
operations. The daily ration for one 
soldier averages two pounds, where- 
as the daily ration for a horse is 11 
pounds, so that the trucks were car- 
rying a heavy proportion of 
their 


loads for the horses. 


For several weeks most of the cav- 


alry campaigned without truck 
ra- 


tions, either for man or horse, but 
this work brought out another dis- 
tinctive value of thoroughly trained 
cavalry. This was the cavalryman's 
individual skill as a horseman, which 
enabled the men to keep their mounts 
alive and serviceable, not only on 
scanty fodder, but on no food at all. 


In all their battles, the cavalry 


fought as infantry, that is, dismount- 
ed and with rifles or pistols. 
The 


difference between them and mount- 
ed infantry lay in the years of care- 
ful training which enabled them to 
keep the horses going under condi- 
tions so trying, that probably nine- 
tenths of the animals would have 
perished under the handling of any 
one except an expert horseman. 
It 


was this training which upset the pre- 
dictions on the border that the big 
American cavalry horses would not 
stand 
up 
under 
hard 
mountain 


chases. For more than a month ov- 
er distances aggregating about 1000 
miles, the American cavalrymen kept 
the same mounts going, against an 
enemy which meanwhile rode his 
pwn horses to death and seized fresh 


horses when the Americans preatad 
too oloMly. 
One change In cavalry armament 


has been discussed during the expe- 
dition, namely the abandonment of 
the sabres. 
Although enthusiastic 


cavalry officer* 
in 
Mexico claim 


that the usefulness of the sabre, a 
traditional weapon of American car* 
airy, still Is open to discussion, this 
weapon usually has been left behnd 
on Villa chases.

Taft and others, was an "Open Let- 
ter to the Ministers of America on 
the Moral Challenge of the War," 
which reads in part as follows. 


"The present war has challenged 


the moral ingenuity of the world. 
For years we have 
preached 
the 


ideals of peace and have hurled in- 
dictments against war. 
While 
the 


world was at peace it was easy to 
feel that we had done our duty and 
discharged our responsibility when 
we had lifted our voice against war 
in pulpit, in university, and in the 
market place. 
A long period 
of 


peace had lulled the world into a 
false security. 
We did not feel a 


driving urgency about our work for 
international peace. We were going 
along quietly doing what we could 
to educate public 
opinion 
against 


war, but we did not feel an immedi- 
ate responsibility for devising actual 
machinery of international organiza- 
tion that would make war less prob- 
able. 


'Then there burst upon the world 


overnight the most brutal, the most 
ruthless, and the most gigantic war 
of history. 
The flower 
of human 


brotherhood that the Christian forces 
of the world had been watering and 
nurturing for centuries was withered 
by the hot breath of hate. The re- 
sults of years of struggle for social 
justice, for democracy, and for larger 
opportunity for the comman man, 
were thrown on the scrap heap and 
all the energies of mind and heart 
were harnessed to the machinery of 
war. 


"This war has taught us that the 


most urgent, the most 
necessary, 


the most 
fundamentally 
religious 


duty now before us is the devising 
and adopting of some method other 
than war for settling the 
disputes 


that are bound to arise between na- 
tions."

GERMANY FORBIDS 


POSTAGE STAMPS; 


ITALY LIKEWISE 


New York, May 19.—-The Italian 


government has torbidden 
the ex- 


portation and the German govern- 
ment the importation of used and 
unused postage stamps, according to 
information received from Switzer- 
land by Hugh 
Clark, a New York 


philatelist, and made public by him 
today. 


It is understood that 
two secret 


codes built upon the use of postage 
stamps sent through letters had been 
discovered by the Italian and Ger- 
man authorities and that these were 
responsible for the respective deci- 
sions 
of the 
two 
governments. 


Through these codes certain numbers 
and types of stamps imported or ex- 
ported were said to be conveying in- 
formation of a naval or military na- 
ture.

missioner Arthur Woods is ready and 
apparently eager today to tell the 
state legislative committee which has 
begun an inquiry into police tapping 
of telephone wires why the police 
listened on the wire leading to the of- 
fice of the law firm of Seymour and 
Seymour. 
State Senator George f\ 


Thompson, chairman of the commit- 
tee, promised Mr. Woods he should 
have an opportunity to disclose the 
facts in justification of the action of 
the police. 


After a conference in which Sen- 


ator Thompson, the police commis- 
sioner, the district attorney and May- 
or Mitchel took part, District At- 
torney Swann gave out the informa- 
tion that the wire in question was 
tapped because J. P. Morgan and Co. 
had 
complained that 
confidential 


cablegrams from the French govern- 
ment to that firm's office regarding 
the buying of war munitions had 
been stolen from the firm's offices 
and sold to munition manufacturers 
in this country. 


Senator Thompson said the men 


suspected of receiving and selling this 
information would be summoned be- 
fore the committee. 


Before testifying today the police 


commissioner said the theft of the 
information from the Morgan offices 
was only one reason why the police 
tapped the wire, 
"There was an- 


other reason which I am not at lib- 
erty to tell because it has to do with 
most Important matters affecting the 
national 
government," 
said Mr. 


Woods. 


It was reported that the police had 


been informed that a foreign agent 
posing as the representative of the 
Russian government had purchased 
war munitions, ostensibly for the en- 
tente allies, and had smuggled them 
into Mexico.

touches are put on these sections of 
the platform. 
"I talked with nearly all the 'old 


guard' leaders in the east and left 
New York convinced 
that 
Elihu 


Root is the most favored candidate 
for President in the Atlantic States," 
said Mr. Upham. 
He will have a 


majority of the delegates from the 
New York and the
